SUBJECT : Channels for Dissent 


1. The Director has asked me to compile a list of existing 
channels within the Agency for employees to express "personal views 
on professional issues." He has also asked that I recommend the 
best way to make the list known to all employees. 

2. The list should include descriptions of the procedures to 
be followed by employees who wish to make known dissenting views 
on operational, analytic, or organizational matters. Specific 
addresses and telephone extensions should be listed wherever possi- 
ble. Advisory groups, special channels of communication, and 
provisions for the expression of dissenting views on published 

intelligence analysis should be included as well as any other in- STATINTL 

formation that is judged to come within the spirit of this require- 
ment. 

3. Your assistance in compiling this listing is requested. 

I would also welcome any suggestions yo u may have regarding 
publicizing the list to all employees.
